conquest. The great success attained by Cash 
Sloan and Fred Taral on continental courses 
has aroused in many of our heavy weight boys 
a desire to go and do likewise. The recent sue- j 
cess of Eddie Ames in Australia has turned the 1 
eyes of every knight of the pigskin in that dir- 
ection. Bnllmau is the latest rider to announce 
hie intention of following in Arnes’ fcotstepe. j 
Bnllmau announces that he will certainly go to 
Aoetralia in the coming spring. He is held in 
high regard by a host of racing people, and will j 
be missed.

At the sale of thoroughbreds at the Occi- 
dental Exchange, Ban Francisco, December 3, 
yearlings sred by St. Carlo brought very satis- 
factory prices. Barns & Waterhouse paid $1,500 
for Coronal, b. c, by St. Carlo— Orellana, by 
Ormonde. The 8t. Carlo— Moonlight gelding 
was secured by L. McCreery for $1,100, John 
Campbell was the purchaser of the Bt. Carlo— j 
Santa Cruz filly for $300. Lord Carew, by 8t. 
Carlo— Lady Marmion, was knocked down to 
Fred Edwards for $1,200. Bur b & Waterhouse 
bonght Young Marlow, by St. Carlo— Marilee, 
for $930, while Gas Abercrombie paid $1,000 for 
Revolt, by St. Carlo— Anarchy. 

Major F. A. Daingerflsld, master of Castleton 
Stud, Lexington, Kj., has received a letter from 
James R. Keene, stating that the stallions at 
Castleton will be absolutely private next season. 
This, of course, does not apply to Handspring, 
the property of P. J. Dwyer, as the good son cf 
Hanover has stood public at Castleton for sev- 
eral seasons. The rule applies to every stallion 
at the place owned by Mr. Keene, and the list is 
now a long one, including Kingston, Commando, 
Horoscope, Ben Brush, Voter and St. Leonards, j 
In the same letter Mr. Keene, by specifying 
that he would restrict a gift season to Com- 
mando to the very lowest limit of close personal 
friends, intimated that he expected the eon of 
Domino to take his sire’s place. 



It will be a matter of interest to turfmen 
generally to know that Garry Hermann, the 
$20,000 colt, favorite in the winter books for the 
Kentucky and American Derbies of this year, 
will race the coming season and he is now being 
prepared at Churchill Downs by trainer “Bob” 
Tncker. Garry Hermann, it will be remembered, 
was scratched from the Kentucky Derby, not 
because his owner, Capt. S. S. Brown, of Pitts- 
burg, did not think him good enough to win 
that coveted event, bat for the reason that he 
wished to save him for the American Derby, 
and as every follower of the turf will remember, 
the colt, after a burst of speed at Hawthorne in 
a race preparatory to the American Derby, 
broke a blood vessel, causing what was feared 
at the time his permanent retirement from the 
tnrf. Since then he has been nnrsed along care* 
fnlly and is considered physically perfect again. 

Trainer James Dyer is on his first visit to this 
country since his engagement to Count de Lot- 
czenbacher, who is one of the racing magnates 
of Hnngary. The Lntczenbacher estate is sit- 
uated about sixteen miles from Bnda Pesth. 
There is a fine two-mile tnrf track and it is a 
good training ground. Trainer Dyer trains in 
the American style, with a watch. Re has a 
man stationed at every fnrlong pole with a flag 
that he dips as soon as the racer reaches it. In 
this way, standing on the training stand, he 
can split his watch at every farlong, and the 
time is absolutely correct in every instance. 
He had a trying time of it with his Hungarian 
flag holder* at first, bat now they are quite np 
to the mark and perform their dnties admir- 
ably. Dyer had forty-eight horses in his charg e 
when be left, and several of them p-omisiug. 
The richest event of the Bnda Pesth meeting is 
a six-furlong event for all ages, with conditions. 
It is worth about $30,000, and the running is 
always witnessed by a conconrse of people. 
The training methods in Hungary differ greatly 
from those in vogue in this country. A racer is 
allowed all the oats he can eit, with very little 
hay. In this way he can eat close to sixteen 
quarts of oats per day, whereas in the American 
method, which is entirely different, he is al- 
lowed all the hay he wants and can rarely eat 
more than eleven or twelve quarts of oats d ur- 
ing twenty-four hours. As is the English c us- 
tom, the exercise boys “do” the horses up. 
Also, as in England, there is too much rubbing, 
and the racers are made savage iu consequence. 
The pay of the stable men is not nearly as re- 
munerative as it is here, for they get but $12 
per month and pay for their own living. Capa- 
ble jockeyB are, however, liberally treated and 
have every opportunity in their own stable for 
making money, At the same time a jockey is 
restricted, in a way, to ridiDg for his own sta- 
ble. Every establishment having its own rid- 
ers, public riding does not receive the same 
encouragement that it does here.
